But  unlike  France’s  Napolean,  “Hitler 
will  leave  no  trace  on  the  human  spirit.” 

Dr.  Trevor-Roper,  Regius  Professor  of 
Modern  History  at  Oxford  University  in 
England,  accredited  Hitler’s  political  genius 
to  “the  sheer  magnitude  of  the  task  he 
carried  out  ...  to  his  extraordinary  power 
of  calculation  . . . and  to  his  capacity  to 
ride  the  storms”  buffeted  by  his  policies. 

He  discredited  historians  and  writers  who 
describe  Hitler  as  a mere  opportunist  that 
“clutched  power  for  power’s  sake,”  but 
claimed  that  Hitler  was  following  a 
well-planned  blue-print  for  world 
domination. 

Earlier  in  the  day.  Dr.  Trevor-Roper 


concluded  in  a Varsity  Theatre  lecture  that 
witch-craze  was  “never  an  organization  but 
instead  a rationalization  of  people  to 
reason  things.” 

The  historian  who  lectured  on  “The 
witch-craze  of  the  16th  and  17th 
centuries,”  said  that  “it  is  impossible  for 
educated  men  to  believe  in  witches.” 

The  visiting  dignitary  arrived  at  BYU 
Saturday  afternoon  and  was  escorted  on  a 
tour  of  the  campus  by  Dr.  De  Lamar 
Jensen,  chairman,  and  Dr.  Ted  J.  Warner, 
acting  chairman,  of  the  BYU  History  Dept. 

Dr.  Trevor-Roper  said  he  was  “very 
impressed’’  with  the  “orderliness  and 
spaciousness  of  the  campus.” 

He  stated  that  he  “thoroughly  enjoyed” 
.the  Saturday  night’s  BYU-Stanford 
basketball  game— the  first  American 
basketball  game  he  had  ever  seen. 

“I  even  regarded  myself  as  a temporary 
BYU  member  (fan),”  quipped  the 
professor. 

He  was  surprised  at  how  “relatively 
simple”  are  the  basketball,  rules.

in  Calley  trial 


FT.  BENNING,  GA.  (UPI)  - 
The  government  produced  a 
surprise  witness  today  who 
testified  that  Lt.  William  L.  Calley 
Jr.  fired  for  an  hour  into  several 
groups  of  people  in  a My  Lai 
drainage  ditch  and  once  shot 
point-blank  a young  Vietnamese 
woman  who  was  trying  to  give 
herself  up. 

The  witness,  Thomas  W.  Turner, 
24,  of  Bellevue,  Neb.,  said  the 
young  woman  was  approximately 
15  feet  away  and  “had  her  hands 
raised.”  Calley,  he  testified,  “shot 
her  several  times  in  the  chest.” 

Turner  testified  he  watched  as 
several  groups  of  Vietnamese 
civilians  were  marched  up  and 
placed  in  the  ditch  during  a period 
of  approximately  an  hour.  He  said 
he  watched  Calley  ajid  Pfc.  Paul 
D.  Neadlo  pour  semiautomatic 
and  automatic  fire  into  the  ditch, 
where  he  testified  a total  of

between  90  and, 100  civilians  were 
placed. 

The  Defense  immediately 
objected  that  this  was  testimony 
not  included  in  the  government’s 
bill  of  particulars  and  asked  for  a 
mistrial.

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Power  blackout  in 
England  hits  millions 


LONDON  (UPI)— Power  cuts 
forced  by  an  electricity  supply 
workers’  slowdown  over  wage 
demands,  blacked  out  at  least  20 
per  cent  of  England  Monday. 
Inconveniences  reminiscent  of 
World  War  II  blackouts  plagued 
millions  of  homes. 

Traffic,  schools  and  hospital 
services  were  disrupted.  At  least 
three  national  morning 
newspapers-T/ie  Times,  The 
Daily  Mirror  and  The  S'un-said 
they  could  not  publish  Tuesday 
because  their  electricians  did  not 
report  for  work. 

“Black  Monday  hits  London” 
and  “Instant  Blackout!”  were 
banner  headlines  in  London 
evening  newspapers. 

Factories  cut  production  and 
some  came  to  a standstill. 
Hospitals  canceOed  operations. 
Nurses  attended  patients  by  the 
glow  of  flashlights. 

Traffic  jammed  in  chaos  as 
signals  froze  on  red  or  went  out 

Auto  strike 
is  averted 

DETROIT  {UPI)-Ford  Motor 
Co.  and  the  United  Auto  Workers 
wound  up  marathon  negotiating 
sessions  today  with  the 
announcement  that  tentative 
agreement  had  been  reached  on  a 
three-year  contract  covering 
166,000  workers. 

The  surprise  announcement 
came  about  four  hours  after  the 
UAW  had  indefinitely  postponed 
its  strike  deadline  of  midnight  so 
that  negotiations  could  continue. 

The  agreement  appeared  to 
guarantee  there  would  not  be  a 
second  crippling  auto  strike  this 
year.  The  UAW,  which  went  on 
strike  against  General  Motors 
earlier,  now  takes  up  negotiations 
with  Chrysler  Corp.,  the  last  of 
the  automotive  “big  three”  yet  to 
reach  a settlement. 

Jinx  tree 

WASHINGTON 
(UPI)— Workmen  using  a big  crane 
set  the  78-foot  National  Christmas 
Tree  back  up  Monday  after  it  was 
blown  over  by  strong  winds. 

The  bushy  spruce,  which  has 
run  into  recurring  hard  luck  ever 
since  it  was  cut  in  South  Dakota’s 
Black  Hills,  did  not  appear  to  have 
been  damaged  by  the  fall. 

The  train  carrying  the  tree  here 
derailed  twice  to  start  the  tree’s 
history  of  bad  luck  and  delay  its 
arrival.  But  a White  House 
spokesman  said  it  would  still  be 
decorated  in  time  for  the  Dec.  1 6 
ceremony.

FBI  orders 
voice  prints 

LINDEN,  N.J.,  (UPI)-Voice 
print  comparisons  between  a 
telephone  warning  and  FBI  tapes 
were  ordered  Monday  in  the 
investigation  of  the  multi-million 
dollar  Humble  Oil  Co.  explosion 
which  may  have  been  the  work  of 
revolutionary  saboteurs. 

Police  taped  the  drawling  male 
voice  which  warned  that  the 
refinery  would  “burn,  baby, 
burn’’  90  minutes  before  the 
■Saturday  night  blast  which 
engulfed  four  processing  units  in 
flames.  The  tapes  will  be 
compared  to  other  voice  tapes  in 
the  FBI  files  in  Washington. 

The  tape  was  the  only  clue 
turned  up  so  far  which  might  lead 
to  a plotter  or  plotters.  Two  local 
news  media  received  calls  after  the 
explosion,  saying  it  had  been  set 
off  by  left-wing  groups  demanding 
the  release  of  “political 
prisoners”,  but  these  were  not 
taped. 

Humble  Oil  officials  also  began 
reading  an  automatic  monitor 
recording  of  the  events  at  the 
refinery  preceding  the  blast  in  the 
hope  of  the  events  at  the  refinery 
preceding  the  blast  in  the  hope  of 
finding  some  indication  of  its 
cause.

Introducing. . . 

Dr.  Ellis  T.  Rasmussen  serves  as  chairman  of  BYU’s  Department  of 
Ancient  Scripture  in  the  College  of  Religious  Instruction.  This  division 
includes  studies  in  Book  of  Mormon,  Old  and  New  Testament  and  Pearl 
of  Great  Price.  Professor  Rasmussen  lightly  said  concerning  his  work  “I 
‘like  to  get  away  from  the  feeling  of  preaching  for  pay,  so  1 try  to  make 
it  a point  to  teach  a course  of  Hebrew.”  He  possesses  an  impressive 
little  scroll  of  the  Torah  in  Hebrew,  given  to  him  on  a recent  trip  to  the 
Holy  Land. 

Concerning  his  department,  Rasmussen  states  “Scheduling,  I think,  is 
a big  problem.  We  almost  have  to  rear  back  and  make  a prophecy  about 
future  scheduling  and  the  number  of  students  to  be  enrolled.”  Book  of 
Mormon  classes  prove  to  be  the  greatest  challenge  to  Dr.  Rasmussen, 
with  about  seven  thousand  freshmen  in  110  sections  and  the 
appropriate  number  of  teachers  to  staff. 

“We  are  very  interested  in  providing  the  best  curriculum  possible,  and 
have  conducted  several  experiments  in  the  past  for  improving  our 
teaching  techniques,”  remarks  Rasmussen.  Much  experimentation  has 
resulted  in  the  present  employment  of  the  ITV  Lab  Series  for  Book  of 
Mormon  classes. 

Professor  Rasmussen  calls  home  landscaping  his  hobby  because  “By 
calling  it  a hobby  it’s  not  a chore  anymore.”  He  has  served  as  a bishop, 
member  of  stake  presidency,  high  councilman  and  has  five  children.
